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ENGLISH PAUPERISM.

Everyhody knows in a gensral way that the
cost of maintaining the poor in England
has increased greatly of Iate years, but fow,
we suspect, are aware of the snormous extent
of that increase. It is startling to look back
over a series of years, nud observe how
rapidly the expenditure under this head has
been rising. In 1852 it was £1.000 000, in
1569 no less than £7,700,000, Thus there was
au increase of 57 per cent,, of which only 11
per cent. is explained by the ditference in the
number of paupers, which stood at
016,000  in 1852 and 1,012,000 in
1860, Mhe price of wheat had, no
doubt, risen considerably in (26D, compared
with 1852, but this goes only a very small
way in accounting for this tremendons in-
crease of expenditure. During 1540-53 L5
108, was nn nverage on the annnal cost of each
pauper; 1567 it was £7 108, —that is, £ 10s,
(or 48, *d, a week), for Indoor and £1 5s, for
outdoor cazes. The Innatics in asylums, who.
in 1862, cost L£IR2425, now cost £710,1041,
being an incrense of 17 per cent. in seven
yvears. Apart from the general rise in prices,
and consequently in salaries, daring the last
twenty years, the scale of relief is now much
more liberal both in money and food. and
the accommodation in workhouses, infirmna-
vies, and asylnms is more humane and ocostly,
It is interesting to know that parsimony
is mnot the universal characteristic of
boards of pguandians, In one in-
stance the guardians of a Lancashire anion
were found erecting a greenhouse to supply
thie infirmary—one of the hest in the king-
dom—with flowers: and in many cases the
Poor Law Board has to cheek the guardians
in their disposition to spend money too
freely on ornamental buildings. In one cnse
the bosrd objected to granite columns and
terra.cotta enrichments for a workhouse, and
in another refused assent to decorated ceil-
ings, Parisinn cement pilasters,encaustic tiles,
etc. Although there is an increase in the
pumber of panpers in 1565-0 compared with
18G7-53 of 1°4, we are glnd to see that the
Poor Law Board can point to a decrense in
the number of vagrants, There were relieved
on the 1st of July, 1869, 1254 less vagrants
in the country generally, and less
in the wetropolis, than on the same date in
1565, while, further, the decrease on the 1st
of Janunry. 1570, compared with 1869, was
1500 less in the country and 255 less in the
metropolis. The total nuwmber of vagrants
on last New Year's Day was 5150 for the
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whole country and 1627 in the metropolis |

alone. The police returns, it appears, in-
clude under the head of vagrants not only
“‘casnals,’

the poor !aw returns deal only with strict
pauper vagrants, and the pelice retnrns with
vagrants and tramps of every kind,
